I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  conditions 
in  the  Stone  Rural  District  for  the  year  1957* 

>Jhilst  more  detailed  information  concerning  the  w:rk  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  can  be  obtained  from  the  Tables  and  Statistics  given  in  the  main 
body  of  the  Report,  there  are  several  facts  which  are  worthy  of  note. 

The  Population  of  the  Area  has  increased  from  16,690  (1956)  to  17,410, 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  Deaths  from  malignant  disease  of  the  lungs 
and  bronchus  from  1  to  7  (all  male)  An  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Coronary  Disease  from  19  (13  male  &  6  fonalo)  to  25  (17  male  &  8  female) 

Plans  for  Slum  Clearance  are  being  proceeded  with. 

VJork  in  connection  with  water  supplies  to  houses  and  farms  anvanced 
satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Several  Sev/erage  Schemes  i/jere  planned  and 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  record  m.y  gratitude  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  who  have 
continued  to  support  me  by  maintaining  their  interest  in  all  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  and  I  v/ish  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  loyal 
help  during  the  year.

Population.  Population  of  the  Area  now  totals  17,410,  which  is  an  increase 
of  720  on  the  figure  for  1956, 

Births.  The  number  of  Live  Births  in  the  Area  for  the  year  totalled  251 
which  is  an  increase  of  8  for  the  year.  This  gives  a  Live  Birth  Rate  for 

the  year  of  14.4  (Eng,  &  Wales  l6,l). 

Deaths.  The  number  of  Deaths  (including  Inward  Transferable  Deaths)  from 
all  causes  for  the  year  amounted  to  173  which  is  an  increase  of  32  on  the 

1956  figure.  This  gives  a  Death  Rate  of  (The  figure  for  Eng.  &  V/ales 

being  11.5)  A  complete  list  of  the  causes  of  Death  is  on  page  5* 

Infant  Deaths.  3  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  during  the  year 
and  all  these  were  under  4  week  of  age.  The  figures  for  1956  were  7  and 
4  respectively.  This  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  Area  of  11.9 
which  compares  favourably  with  the  figures  for  Eng.  &  Wales  of  23.1. 

Notifiable  and  Infectious  Diseases.  379  Cases  of  Infectious  and  Notifiable 
Disoaes  were  notified  to  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year,  these 
included  2  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  and  one  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever. 
This  figure  showed  an  increase  of  307  cases  over  the  number  for  1956.  The 
difference  is  mainly  due  to  an  outbreak  of  Measles  during  the  year  in  which 
295  children  were  affected  (Only  8  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  in  1956)

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Eastern  Area  SuodIv  Scheme. 

The  extension  of  the  Eastern  Parishes  Water  Supply  scheme  intended  to 
serve  the  areas  known  as  Stone  Heath,  Sharpley  Heath,  Coton  Hayes, and  Milwich 
together  with  extension  legs  to  supply  Garshall  Green  is  still  being  considered 
by  the  Council  and  the  Viator  Undertaking. 

Marie V  Hollows  Extension. 

This  scheme  has  now  been  completed  and  all  the  properties  affected  by 
the  scheme  have  been  connected  thereto. 

White sitch  Lane.  Hilder stone. 

Representations  were  made  by  occupiers  of  farm  premises  for  a  mains  ex¬ 
tension  to  serve  several  farms  and  pro  }erties  along  the  Whitesitch  Lane,  and 
as  a  result  the  Council  agreed  to  instruct  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water 
Board  to  lay  a  main  in  this  lane.  This  work  was  carried  out  during  1957  and 
a  grant  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food. 

Sandon  Wator  Supply  Sohemo. 

As  a  result  of  formal  application  and  representation s’. being  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  it  was  finally  agreed  that  the  main 
to  serve  the  villages  of  Sandon  and  Burs ton  bo. laid  from  the  Stafford 
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Borough  Council  water  main  and  not  from  Hilderstone  through  the  Stafford¬ 
shire  Potteries  Vlater  Board  m.ains.  A  complete  survey  was  carried  out 
throughout  the  area  and  it  is  hoped-  now  that  this  scheme  will  be  finally 
approved  and  that  the  work  of  laying  the  mains  etc.  will  be  put  in  hand 
sometime  during  195B. 


SmRAGE. 

Fulford  Parish. 

A  revised  scheme  for  carrying  out  main  drainage  for  the  Meir  Heath 
district  comprising  Grindley  Lane,  Hilderstono  Road  and  Birkholrae  Drive 
was  submitted  by  the  Council's  Surveyor  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  After  due  consideration  the  Minister  agreed  to  allow 
Stage  1  of  this  scheme  to  be  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  Authority  being 
given  for  this  scheme  to  be  carried  out  during  the  early  part  of  195S. 

PUBLIC  CLEAHSING. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  still  being  satisfactorily  maintained  by 
three  refuse  vehicles,  even  though  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  houses  erected  since  my  last  report.  Three  refuse  tips  are  in 
regular  use. 

Night  Soil  Collection. 

The  Council  still  operate  two  night  soil  collection  vehicles  and  a  third 
for  cleansing  septic  tanks  and  small  sewage  installations.  The  number  of 
properties  from  which  night  soil  is  collected  is  gradually  decreasing  due  to 
conversion  schemes  and  the  laying  of  public  sewers  which  the  Council  are 
actively  pursuing  in  various  parts  of  the  district.

Cysticercus  bovis.  As  stated  in  the  table  localised  cysticercus  bovis 
was  found  in  10  beasts,  and  after  condemnation  of  the  affected  offals  the 
remainder  of  the  carcases  and  offals  were  consigned  to  cold  storage  at 
either  Stafford  or  Stoi'u-on-Trent, 


In  the  majority  of  cases  of  part  condemnation  for  diseases  other  than 
tuberculosis,  the  organ  affected  was  the  liver,  either  wiiolly  or  in  part. 
In  cattle  186  livers  were  concerned,  in  sheep  and  lambs  34  and  in  pigs  9> 
mainly  due  to  parasitic  conditions.

The  following  amounts  of  foodstuffs  other  than  butcher's  meat  were  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  various 
ovjners.

Four  butchers’  premises  are  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausage  and 
pressed  meat  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  are  kept  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  manner.  Those  are  the  only  premises  registerahle  under  this  Section. 


Ice-Cream. 


Dtiring  the  year,  2  shops  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice¬ 
cream,  .  making  a  total  of  J+6  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year*  Ice-cream 
was  on  sale  at  36  of  these  premises  only. 

Samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  during  the  ’’season” 
covering  the  six  months  from  April  to  September  and  submitted  for  bacteriologi¬ 
cal  examination  with  the  follovring  results.

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A  total  number  of  361  inspections  were  carried  out  at  food  premises. 

The  Survey  of  food  premises  has  continued  under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act.  1955 
and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  and  in  general  the  occupiers  have  been 
very  co-operative  in  bringing  premises  up  to  the  required  standard. 

Bye-Laws  for  Handling.  Wrapping  and  Delivery  etc.,  of  Food. 

No  formal  action  has  been  necessary  in  the  enforcement  of  these  bye- 
Laws  but  attention  has  been  drawn  to  certain  irregularities,  which  have  been 
remedied. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955. 

Work  proceeded  on  the  survey  of  all  food  premises  in  the  area  and 
facilities  available. 

Generally  speaking  in  most  premises  a  fairly  high  standard  exists,  but 
in  cases  where  the  premises  did  not  come  up  to  the  standard  required  occupani 
wore  informally  requested  to  carry  out  certain  works  and  this  was  done.

Milk  Production.  . 


Milk  production  at  Dairy  Farms  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  through  officers  of  the  County  Agricultural. 


Distribution  of  Milk. 

The  Council  is  the  Registration  Authority  for  dairmen  other  than 
Dairy  Farmers  (Distributors)  and  for  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms:  i.e. 
non-producer  retailors  and  their  premises.  34  dairymen  or  shopkeepers  have 
been  registered  as  Distributors  within  the  Stone  Rural  District  as  follows: 

Operating  from  premises  within  the  District . 15. 

Operating  from  premises  outside  the  District . 18. 
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The  Distributors  from  premises  in  the  Rural  District  either  operate 
from  farm  dairies  (shared  with  a  dairy  farmer)  which  are  registered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  or  since  they  obtain  their  milk  in 
bottles  unopened,  their  premises  a.re  not  registerablo  as  dairies.  It  should 
be  noted  that  six  of  these  distributors  are  shopkeepers  selling  sterilised 
milk  from  their  shops. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  some  dairy  farmers  retail  milk  in  the 
district  and  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Special  Designations. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  type  of  licences  issued  to 
distributors  and  producer  retailors  authorising  the  use  of  Special  Desig¬ 
nations  in  respect  of  milk.  Producer  retailors  arc  licensed  only  in  respect 
of  milk  not  produced  from  their  herd,  which  is  sold  retail  by  them  under  a 
special  designation. 

Dealers  licences  are  issued  to  distributors  and  producer  retailers 
operating  from  premises  within  the  District  and  supplementary  licences  to 
those  operating  from  other  areas  subject  to  their  holding  Dealer’s  licences 
from  the  appropriate  licensing  authority.

Bacteriological  Failures.  The  number  of  failures  is  smaller  than  last  year 
as  also  is  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  in  consequence  the  percentage  of 
failures  remains  about  the  same.  The  raw  milk  failures  are  investigated  by 
the  Milk  Regulations  Department  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee 
and  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  failures  by  the  Authorities  in  v/hose  areas 
the  milks  are  processed. 

VJith  regard  to  the  one  positive  case  referred  to  in  the  table,  the  sample 
was  taken  from  farm  premises  and  the  farmer  concerned  was  retailing  a  certain 
qurntity  of  milk,  A  notice  was  therefore  served  upon  him  under  Regulation  20 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949?  prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk  without 
prior  heat  treatment. 

In  addition,  four  samples  taken  from  farms  by  the  County  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  were  found  to  be  positive  to  biologiccal  tests  for  tuberculosis,  but  in 
each  case  there  was  no  retail  trade,  all  milk  being  sent  for  processing,  and 
no  action  was  therefore  necessary. 

SHOPS  ACT  1950. 

There  are  170  shops  carrying  on  trade  in  the  area,  and  during  the  year 
231  inspections  have  been  made.  Informal  requests  have  been  made  for 
notices  indicating  opening  times.  In  all  canes  co-operation  has  been  received 
from  the  shopkeepers  in  question. 

With  the  exception  of  powers  to  make  orders  suspending  or  altering 
general  closing  hours,  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  have  delegated 
by  agreement  all  their  powers  under  the  Act.
